A telegram from Washington to the Boston
Pod gives the following partioulars of the oap-
ture of Burratt:—

The continually paraded allegatlon of Mr.
Boutwell that the Governmental authorities
bave been supine in the matter o! apprehending
Juhn H, Borratt, ealls out a semi-offiowml state-
ment from the Ministers of War and State, The
truth of the matter ig, that the arrest of Burratt,
ns Ncent:f le~1mrapfmd, is due tolely to the
elforte and nctual pursmit of the delectives of
the War Department, This deteclive system of
the War Department hud reached great perfec-
